1 . The reply filed on 9/17/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): applicant elected fig. 4a however 
applicant did not clearly set forth on the record which claims read on elected fig. 4a. 
Applicant argues that claim 18 is generic and covers the species of figures 4a, 5, and 9. 
Applicant argues that claim 1 includes the limitation of a standoff 402a in figure 4a. 
However, the disclosure states on page 13, lines 12-13 of the case that "figure 4 does 
not require the use of standoff 406a on the heat spreader 401a". Therefore, not clear 
how claim 1 can be generic to figure 4a if element 402a is a contiguous wall structure as 
discussed on page 1 1 , lines 1 1-12 of the case. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above- 
mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
